It is very 
possible also that but for the coal trouble and 
the consequent maintenance of discount rates 
at a fairly high level—for the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer admitted in his Budget speech

Treasury Bonds 
will fall due next February. .As it is, such a 
project must be indefinitely postponed, and it 
can only be hoped that when the date for 
meeting this obligation is nearer the situation 
will have so much improved that the Govern- 
ment {will be able to introduce a conversion 
schemh which will ‘‘take care’’ of a large 
proportion of the maturing Treasury Bonds. 


THE SLUMP IN BRITISH CON- 
TROLLED. 


While oil shares generally have shown 
more strength of late, a feature has been the 
drop in British Controlled Common and 
Preferred. Since the beginning of the year, 
when a new board of directors, under the 
presidency of Lord Buckmaster, was appointed, 
the Common have fallen from 17s. to below 
6s. (touched at one time last Thursday), and 
the Preferred from 17s. 9d. to about 8s. In 
March, 1925, both reached 25s. The move- 
ment has confirmed the unfavourable views 
that many people always held regarding this 
company. Although for a considerable time 
the bringing in of one new well after another 
was reported, there was a feeling of distrust 
in the minds of British investors. The com- 
pany, which was incorporated in Canada, has 
a capital of about £9,000,000, but much of 
this has been lost through the fact that cer- 
tain concessions have been abandoned. The 
recent slump has been due to the decline in 
the company’s production and the n- 
ment of one of the wells as hopeless. Besides 
Lord Buckmaster the board includes Sir 
Frederick Barthorpe, an Alderman of the City 
of London, and formerly 
manager of the Westminster Bank. 


TWO TRINIDAD SHARES. 


In somewhat striking contrast with the fall 


in British Controlled, last week witnessed 
considerable strength and activity in Trinidad 
Leaseholds and Apex Trinidad Shares. . Im- 
partial market observers contend that there 
is something anomalous in the quotation of 
the former at a little below the price of Apex. 
The difference is scarcely justified by the divi- 
dend record hitherto, for in both cases the 
distribution for the last completed year was 
25 per cent. The point which might war- 
rant the quotation of Apex Shares above 
Trinidad Leaseholds is that the paid-up capital 
of the former is £400,000, and that of the 
Leaseholds Company £1,049,250.

MANCHESTER MARKET REVIEW. 


From OUR CoMMERCIAL CORRBSPONDENT. 

While it is rather early yet to prophesy 
with regard to the coal position, it woa‘d. 
appear that there is a gleam of hope in the 
darkness, now that the men’s leaders are 
showing more disposition to negotiate. But 
for the prolongation of the coal strike there 
is no doubt that business in the provision 
trade would have been much more stable than 
for some time past. All bacon prices are 
at present considerably lower than at the 
corresponding period of last year, and there 
is no doubt that only the very limited 
gus ga of best grade meats prevent a more 
drastia, reduction in quotations than is at 
present the case. Danish killings have been 
declining since the beginning of July, and are 
much smaller than was the case at this time 
last year. Supplies of Irish haye been rather 
larger, but the higher prices ruling as conr 
pared with other cures ple tended to check 
demand to a certain extent. The quantity 
of Dutch bacon on the market has also 
affected the position. Arrivals of this class 
have been fairly large, and under present 
industrial conditions retailers have pad to turn 
their attention to the “ under-priced “ meats 16 
come into line with the diminished spending 
powers of their customers. The market for 
butter continues unsatisfactory, and though 
occasionally spurts have been made, it would 
appear that these have been to a great 
extent due to speculative ‘influences, as the 
relapse which has followed has found the 
market in a worse position than before. 
According to a report issued by the Imperial 
kconomic Committee on the marketing of 
foodstuffs English people are eating more 
butter and cheese to-day than they did 
twenty. vears ago. 
grave warning to British dairy farmers— 
which is, no doubt, applicable to a certain 
extent to the Irish Free State—that unless 
they are prepared to improve their methods 
they must face the prospect of a lower 
standard of living, owing to such cutting of 
prices aS may come from increased ¢om- 
petition. The Argentine, Siberia, Russia and 
the Baltic States are all likely to become 
serious rivals in the dairy market during the 
next few years. The total payments for 
butter and cheese imported into the United 
KX\ingdom in 1924 from all sources amounted 
to £63,000,000, and of that sum £33,000,000 
was paid to Empire countries. During the 
early part of the week one large firm of 
importers reported that demand for eggs 
was virtually at a standstill, and there was 
a weaker feeling for all descriptions. Busi- 
ness, however, improved towards the close. 
and with a moderate demand there was a 
rather better undercurrent noticeable. 

At Salford Cattle Market on Tuesday the 
number of animals penned was smaller than 
in the previous week. Cattle met an ex- 
biptionaliy slow trade, and dealers found 
difficulty in disposing of their stock, even at 
reduced prices. The outbreak of foot-and- 
mouth disease was responsible for the heavy 
falling-off in arrivals of chien and lambs, and 
on this account a better trade was doubtless 
experiencedg many of the larger bayers being 
somewhat eager to make provision in case 
of this dread scourge putting in an appear- 
ance nearer home and further restricting the 
movement of cattle and sheep. Taken all 
round there was little change to note ‘n 
the general position at~the Manchester Pig 
Market. Irish pigs were more in evidence 
than has been the case for some time past, 
and unless some material change takes place 
there is every probability of high prices ruling 
this winter. At the Manchester Dead Meat 
Market the uncertain ‘state of the weather 
has not been conducive to heavy buying, and 
where any alterations in prices were made 
they were generally in a downward direction. 
Very small offerings of pork cleared steadily, 
and, while prices fluctuated to a certain 
extent, taken on the whole there was not 
much change as compared with the previous 
week. 

Dead poultry fairly plentiful, and prices 
by no means firm.

At the Navan District Court on Saturday, 
before. Mr. Conner, Mr. Cuthbert Hamshaw 
charged Mr. Mornington Wing for having, at 
Crotonstown. on the. 9th July, made use of 
abusive and threatening language towards 
him. There was a second summons in which 
Mr. Wing was charged with approaching the 
complainant in a threatening manner. i 

Mr. P. J. O'Hagan (Messrs. O'Hare ‘and 
O’Hagan, solicitors) appeared for complainant, 
and Mr. Kingsmill Moore, barrister, for the 
defendant. 

At the ‘opening of the case, Mr. O'Hagan 
suggested that before the incident a writ of 
summons had been issued in respect of an 
alleged criminal conversation. 

Cuthbert Hamshaw, complainant, a jockey, 
said that before the 9th July he had 
formulated a charge against Mr. Wing through 
his solicitors. 

Mr. O’Hagan-—A letter was sent repudiating 
liability — Yes. 

And subsequently you put in an action for 
alleged criminal conversation, which is now 
in the High Court ?—Yes. 

Describing the incident of July 9th, the 
witness said that Wing looked to be under the 
influence of drink. He said, continued the 
witness, that I was blackmailing him and used 
threats. He used words that I would not like 
to express. 

The witness added that he succeeded in 
getting the defendant to the door, and the 
defendant attempted to strike him. When the 
witness closed the door the defendant tried to 
open it, and then he tried the back doors and 
windows. 

Mrs. Hamshaw also gave evidence. 

At the close of the evidence for the com- 
plainant, Mr. Kingsmill Moore said that a 


‘certain amount of the facts were true. The 


Court would see by the correspondence that a 
very serious charge had been made against 


| Mr. Wing, and the charge had ‘not . been 


proved. It was extraordinary that this case 
was brought while the case in the High Court 
was going on. His worship could see that if 
a man were innocent of the charge it was 
sufficient to arouse feelings of indignation. 
Mr. Wing was passing the house of Mr. 
Hamshaw and went to demand ‘an explanation 
of this charge. Mr. Hamshaw came down, 
and counsel had no doubt that Mr. Wing was 
excited. ‘Mr. Wing said that if Mr. Hamshaw 
had any fancied grievance he was willing to 
fight him there and then and shake hands, as 
they did in Ireland when such matters were 
settled by a duel. 

Mr. Mornington Win ated that he re- 
ceived a letter from Messrs. O'Hare and 
O'Hagan on: behalf of Mr. Hamshaw accusing 
him of a certain offen¢e. He knocked at the 
door. Mr. Hamshaw half-opened the door. I 
said, continued the witness: ‘‘ 1 want to speak 
to vou,” and he said, ‘\Get away.” I think 
I called him a blackmailer. I might have 
said some other words. I\asked him to come 
out to fight, and. said: ‘‘ Whoever wins, 
will shake hands.”’ \ 

Are you quite willing not to go near his 
house again’—I promise not to go there. 

Other evidence having been given, 

The Justice said that he‘only propcsed to 
fine the defendant 1s. on each count, while he 
bound him over to keep the peace for six 
months. He would allow 20s. costs in each 
case. I think, he added, that the defendant 
was entirely wrong over the whole transaction.

A SINGLE TAX ADVOCATED. 
From Revrer’s Corresronpent. 
| i MADRID, Sunday. 
A Note is issued by the Government 
declaring that recent events. necessitate 
drastic action. It has requested the 
King’s authority to proclaim martial law 
throughout Spain and enforce suitable 
measures. 
All is quiet in the capital. 
In the Spanish original of the Govern- 
ment Note it is said that the Government 
had asked for authority to declare 


estado de guerra, which means literally 


a state of war, and is 
equivalent to martial law. 


DICTATOR’S MANIFESTO. 

The Note coincides, or rather is pre- 
ceded, by a manifesto to the people, in 
which General Primo de Rivera calls for 
a plebiscite in favour of the present 
(Government, with a view to the creation 
of a National Assembly. 

In the manifesto General Primo de 
Rivera, the Prime Minister, renders an 
account of his stewardship, alluding-to the 
measures taken to deal with Morocco, 
terrorist, separatism, the fall in the 
exchange, the high cost of living, the im- 
provement. of ways of communication, and 
many reforms. 


‘OLD REGIME A FAILURE. | 
The Prime Minister goes on to declare 
that, in his opinion, the old Parliamentary 


practically 


régime has proved to be a failure, not 


only in Spain, but in other countries. He 
advocates the establishment of a supreme 
National Assembly, in which all classes 
and interests would be justly balanced. 

Such a body, he considers, would put 
an end to intrigues and loss of time. 


A SINGLE TAX. 


General. Primo de Rivera lays it down 
that the municipalities should become the 
national nuclei, with the duty of collecting 
revenue on behalf of the State, with 
certain exceptions, such as customs, lot- 
teries, and monopolies. There should be 
a national reform in the direction of a 
single tax. i 

The requirements of national recon- 
struction would call for a revenue of 
3,300,000,000 pesetas, which could be 
obtained without impairing the natfonal 
wealth, provided there was a true spirit 
of citizenship. i 


THE KING IN MADRID. 


King Alfonso, on the advice of his 
Ministers, arrived here from San Sebas- 
tian by motor car at 9 o'clock this 
morning.

OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 
A SERIES OF ACTS OF 
INDISCIPLINE. 


From Revter’s Corresronpent. 
i MADRID, Sunday. 
The following is the full text of the 
Government’s statement :— 


The Government can delay no longer in 


highest gravity, the satisfactory solution 
of which depends, above all, on its active 
sovereign intervention. It relates to a 
question arising from the Royal Decree 


on din 6th which modified the regulation 


relating to promotion in time of war, 

d suppressed the article which granted 
the right to resign, thus cancelling all 
resignations since 1922, 

Since that day a series of acts of 
résistance of the nature of veritable in- 
discipline have occurred without the 
Minister of War in each case having the 
proper penalty applied: To-day, however, 
the Minister learned of instructions to 
return to their regiments, issued by the 
Head of the Artillery section, to officers 
on leave without the prior knowledge of 
the Minister or of the Captains-General. 

Furthermore, the . Colonel commanding 
the Regiment of Artillery at Segoria, 
acting without the authorisation of his 
superiors, ordered his force to remain in 
barracks as a measure of precaution, in 
case they “should be attacked by other 
troops sent from Madrid.” 

In view of these grave faults, the 
Minister relieved these authorities of their 
offices, and decreed their arrest. Subse- 
quently, during the night, the Captain- 
General of Valladolid and the Civil 
Governor of Segoria reported a complete 
state of indiscipline in that garrison, in 
which the Staff of the Artillery Academy 
were participating, and also the students, 


dragged into this affair. 

In view of this state of affairs the 
Government intimated to the King the 
desirability of his coming. to Madrid, and 
requested his authorisation to declare 
martial law throughout the Peninsula and 
the adjacent islands, and finally to take 
the further series of measures published in 


War. : 

Une of these ded¢lares that all higher 
officers and officers on the active list of 
the Artillery are suspended from their 
posts and pay, and forbids them to wear 
uniform. It also relieves soldiers of all 
classes of the Army Corps from the obliga- 
tion to obey heads and officers on the active 
list of the Artillery, whatever their posts 
er ranks, and forbids such heads and 
officers access to their barracks, or the 
centres to which they were attached. 

The gravity of the measures corresponds 
to that of the faults, which neither ex- 
hortations nor prudent punishments suc- 
ceoded in averting or suppressing. 

A veritable state of obfuscation has led 
the officers on the active list of the 
Artillery to put their sentiments of soli- 
darity before their military duty, and even 
before their Jove of country. This old 
deep-rooted evil, long permitted, produced 
other evils, which up to these last few 
years had been the cause of complaints on 
the part of the country, which had its life 
made difficult thereby. 

Circumstances have forced us now to 
combat it, and the Government cannot 
aggravate rt by a: halting attitude that 
would only sow in the country the mortal 
germs of rebellions. 

' The Government is assuredly supported 
by all army corps and organisations, but 
is supported in particular by the knowledge 
that it is doing its undeniable duty and 
by the support of public opinion.

The text was issued to-day of telegrams that 
have passed between Sir Austen Chamberlain 
and M. Briand and General Primo de Rwera. 

On September 2nd Sir Austen Chamberlain 
and M. Briand sent the following telegram to 
General Primo de Rivera:—‘‘At the moment 
when the Council of the League of Nations 1s 
meeting for a particularly important session, 
will Your. Excellency allow us once more to 
urge in the most cordial and pressing manner 
that Spain’s seat at the Council: be not left 
vacant, and that the Spanish Government 
eontinue to lend to the meetings at Geneva 
the valued support of its high authority?" 


September 4, was as follows:—‘‘ I have never 
been so profoundly touched as I have been on 
receiving the telegram -signed “by - Your 
cellencies, who join to their well-earned 
‘enown as eminent statesmen the personality 
of honourable men having no other pre- 
occupation. than to. lead humanity towards 
justice and peace. 

““In my modesty I never-expected to receive 
such . an honour...as that . which . Your 
Excellencies’ telegram constitutes. My per- 
sonal in¢lination would lead me to agree im- 
mediately to the suggestion, if it. were not my 
duty to watch over the Feb of this 
ancient, glorious and _ well-beloved Spain, 
which has been relegated to.a position inferior 
to that which it merits, and must take a 
dignified refuge in a proud abstention.

Only minor damage was done by yester- 
day’s typhoon at Tokio and Yokohama, 
where, however, roofing and walls were de- 
stroyed and several houses partly demolished. 
There were also a few minor casualties. 

Additional reports received here include one 
from Aichi, where 60 children were injured 
when the school was destroyed, and where 
the Prefecture collapsed, burying three’ 
hundred persons beneath the débris. Another 
from Saitama states that nearly a hundred 
houses have been demolished there, causing 
67 casualties. . 

The sea also took a heavy toll of life, and 
several small. craft were wrecked. 

The Crown Prince and Princess of Sweden,

A PERMANENT MEMBER 
OF THE COUNCIL.

The Times in a leading article on the 
League Assembly says :— Henceforward 
Germany will take a continuous and, it can 
be wately rophesied, an active part as an 
éan in all t e business of the League. By 
er accession the League will come appre 
i nearet=to its own ideal. With Ger- 
my, Bulgaria, Austria and Hungary all 
within it the full extent of its usefulness to 
Europe will soon be measureable. It is 
still in the bas of growth, its juris-. 
—— is still embryonic, its machinery 
rom perfect. And the decision 
Assembly in the second big question before 
it—the reorganisation of the Council—may be 
hardly less epoch-making in the history of the 
League than the admission of Germany. On 
Saturday the Council approved the recom- 
mendations of its Commission for its own 
future composition, and referred them with- 
out. amendment to the Assembly. Since 
the States on the Council were also repré- 
sented on the Special Commission, nothing 
else was to be expected, but it would not be 
safe to assume that the Cecil proposals will 
have such a smooth passage through the 
larger body. They are generally spoken of as 
having been passed through the Council 
** unanimously ’’—but the unanimity was 
achieved only by the sécession: of Brazil and- 
the abstention of Spain. 

Our Special Correspondent at Geneva an- 
nounces this morning that the Council has 
decided to recommend the Assembly to deal 
at once and simultaneously with Germany's 
admission as a permanent member of the 
Council, and -with the increase of the non- 
permanent seats on the Council from six to 
nine. This decision means that the method 
proposed for the election of the non-permanent 
members will be left for subsequent con- 
sideration. The more contentious points, 
which . probably will not come be- 
fore the Assembly -__ for decision 
until next week raise questions of the “first 
magnitude for the League, and if is of the 
utmost importance that they should be dis- 
cussed deliberately and carried, .if possible, 
to a final settlement. Owing to the intense 
eagerness. displayed by most nations in 
Europe, Asia, and South America to secure 
places on the Council the composition of 
that body has become a disconcerting topic, 
ursettling the League for its normal] functions. 
But it must be faced, and now is the mo- 
ment to face it, and, if possible, to settle it, 
once and for all. It will be a great pity 1 
the scheme put forward by the Commission 
after mature deliberation should be drasti- 
cally modified.

PROPOSALS. 

The Sydney Correspondent of Phe Times 
writes :—The counting of votes in the in- 
dustrial referendum is still in progress, but 
t returns so far received indicate that 
oth Mr. Bruce’s preposals have been heavily 
defeated. They will not secure a majority of 
the votes cast, nor will they receive a 
majority in any of al States, with the 
doubtful exception of New South Wales. 
According to the Constitution, the proposals 
must secure a majority in four States, as well 
as an absolute majority of all votes cast if 
they are to become law. 

The principal factor in their defeat seems 
to have been the bewilderment of the public. 
Messages from all the capital cities tell the 
same tale, with failure to comprehend the 
issues on the part of many electors, who have 
found themselves compelled under penalties to 
vote, and have taken refuge from their un- 
certainties in a negative vote.

FINE FOR OBSTRUCTION. 


,Cecil Hamilton Clendining, described as a 

publicity agent, living at a hotel at Rich- 
mond, and said to have been formerly a 
lieutenant in an Irish regiment, was charged 
at Bow Street Police Court, London, on 
Saturday last, with having caused an ob- 
struction. on the footway and carriage way 
opposite: the Irvine statue at Charing Cross 
road at 12.45 p.m. on Friday. “ 

Police Constable Dix stated that the de- 
fendant had a barrel organ, bearing placards 
which expressed a grievance against the 
authorities. The organ was placed near the 
kerb, and was being played by a young 
woman. Defendant. himself was in the 
vicinity distributing pamphlets to people in 
a large crowd that assembled both on the 
footway and in the road. Witness pointed 
out to the defendant that he was obstructing 
the roadway, as he had done on four pre- 
vidus occasions, and said that he would have 
to take him into custody. Defendant did not 
say anything then, but when charged at Vine 
street he said—‘‘ I admit there was obstruc- 
tion, but not wilful.”’ 

Mr. Frederick Wallace, who appeared on 
behalf of the defendant, cross-examined the 
witness, and asked how‘many people were on 
the footway. 

The witness said that he estimated about 
150 persons on the pavement and forty on the 
road. 

Mr. Wallace—Had you special instructions 
with regard to “sag áes 

Witness—None at all. 

Mr. Wallac®—Is not it true that, you were 
spegey instructed to watch this man, and 
that there was a Scotland Yard representa- 
tive instructing you in regard to the arrest? 

Witneás— There is no truth in that. 

Mr. Wallace—Lieutenant Clendining’s story 
is that there were about fifty people on the 
footpath, and that without any word from 
you at all he moved off. 

Witness—He moved off because he saw me 
coming towards him. He had only gone 
about two yards. 

Another constable gave evidence in cor- 
roboration of Constable Dix’s story. He 
pointed out that he had been on point duty, 
and that he saw the crowd obstructin 
road, and witnessed the arrest of defendant. 


DEFENDANT’S EVIDENCE. 

The defendant, in the witness box, sup- 
ported his plea of not guilty. He went to 
that particular spot, he said, for the special 
purpose of avoiding an obstruction. His 
sister was playing the organ, and an ex- 
Service man named Taylor, whose job was 
to push the organ from place to place, was 
engaged in keeping errand boys, who were 
collecting round, on the move. He himself 
was distributing pamphlets. On the back of 
the organ, facing the pavement, there was a 
large placard. People stopped to read it, 
but they left a clear passage between them 
and the organ, through which others were 
able to pass. Behind the small collection of 
people reading the placard there was plenty 
of room for people to pass as well. ere 
was a small: notice on the side of the organ 
facing the street, and several people crossing 
the road stopped for a moment to look at it, 
and then went round to the other side to 
read the larger one. There was no obstruc- 
tion. 

Miss Violet Douglas Clendining and 
Herbert George Taylor, the defendant’s sister 
and employé, respectively, corroborated. 

r. Frederick Wallace maintained that 
there was no obstruction. He had a suspicion 
that the authorities were out for that par- 
ticular man. Defendant was leaving London 
that night for Ireland, and, in any case, there 
would be no repetition of the circumstances. 

The magistrate, Mr. T. . Fry, found 
that there was obstruction, and he imposed a 
fine of forty shillings.

The fact, is that, owing to the increas- 
ingly diminishing use of boa, together with 
the development of new coalfields, the world’s 
supply of coal is now vastly in excess of its 
needs, and, if not another ton of English coal 
were to be raised, there would be no shortage 
of the commodity. ~ 

It is to be hoped that the Commission”at 
present investigating food prices are em- 
powered to deal also with the local price of 
coals. If they can act in the matter, they 
should act quickly.

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EXPORTS IMPROVING. 
Live-stock exports from Ireland for the week 
ended 28th August again show a gratifying 
increase as compared with the corresponding 
week of last year. In the Irish Free State the 
total number of animals shipped was W,692, 
as compared with 22,289 during the cor- 
responding week last year; while im Northern 
Ireland the number of animals exported was 
9,135, as compared with 7,776 for the same 
week last year. Taken all over, for the period 
Ist January to 28th August the greatest in- 
crease occurred among pigs. The aggregate 
shipment amounted to 825,783, as against 
795,756 for the same period last year. The 
total number of cattle exported for the same 
period was 418,854, against 839,614; sheep 
exports 345,456, against 319,942; pig exporta 
52,729, against 24.227; horses 8,204, against 
11,303, and asses 422, against’ 433.

FAILED TO RECOGNISE

WESTMEATH ASSAULT CASE. 

A new development took place in the case 
in which Hugh Burke, farmer,~ Ballinahown, 
Westmeath, was charged with assaulting 
a neighbouring farmer, named John Molloy, 
by attacking ia with a slash-hook.

In imposing a fine of £5 and awarding 20s 
costs against Doyle, District Justice Kenny 
said that the thing that appalled him most 
was the way in which the defendant t../k 
with absolute glee and mirth the fact that 
he kicked this man four times while he lay 
on the ground. 

In the case against Burke Sergeant Rooney 
said that he saw the injured man—Molloy— 
being attended by Dr. Coen. He appeared to 
be badly wounded in the shoulder.

THE SMALL CLASS.

T.T. WINNERS FAIL TO SCORE. 


The fifth annual Ulster Grand Prix was brought 
to issue on Saturday last. It would be more cor- 
rect to write of the event as a series of races 
rather than a single event for a single prize, as it 
was on its inauguration and until last year’s race. 
Yhere were four distinct scratch races on Satur- 
day, with a handicap in conjunction with each. 
A dull and threatening morning did not give 
premise of the event being held under the best 
cenditions, but more than half of the race was 
run before the rain commenced. A gentile drizzle 
fell for nearly an hour, but it did not materially 
affect the course, save at places where the roads 
were tarred, and the reduced speeds of all the 
competitors in the second half of the race cannot 
be SIE to have been. due to the siate of the 
roads. 

The races were witnessed by His Grace the 
Puke of Abercorn, the Governor of Northern Ire- 
land, who remained until the end of the: races, 
when the winners of the various classes were 
presented to him. Previous to his departure he 
charged the President of the Ulster Motor Cycle 
Club to convey to the competitors his appreciation 
of their performances. .,The race was also wit- 
nessed by several members of the Northern Cabi- 
net, including the Minister of Finance, the Minis- 
ter of Labour, and the Minister of Commerce. The 
Minister of Finance, the Right Hon. H. M. 
Vollock, attended the dinner, and presented the 
prizes in the Ulster Hall ig the evening, when 
the Club entertained the competitors and a num- 
ber of distinguished visitors. It was estimated 
that the race was vitnessed by about 80,000 a 
people. Generally speaking, the arrangements 
were in advance of those óf previous years, and 
this was particularly true as far as the point «f 
the course known as Clady Cotner was concerned. 
This spot, being nearest to Belfast, has always 
seen a great gathering of spectators, and in pre- 
vious years it was not always easy to keep the 
course clear ior the competitors. This year sub. 
stantial barriers were erected, and consequently 
the risk to competitors and spectators was coi- 
siderably less than formerly.
